(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign ^"""^"^ ^-i iY"^''^ "^^ 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent .n the United States. 

3. Claims I-IO are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Pat. No. 
3639315 Rodriguez. 

Rodriguez discloses the instantly claimed two component paint system. The system of the 
patentee contains the instantly claimed two components prior to reaction completion. It is 
expected that the instant reaction mixture begins to react immediately given the requirement of 
using the instantly claimed composition shortly after mixing. See the abstract and columns 1-6. 
The exemplified films are 3 mils. This system contains the instantly claimed components and 
therefore must necessarily and inherently possess the instantly claimed processing time. See 
column 5, lines 14-26.
